The Barden on Applicant- 
The Indianapolis News publishes 
the following interview from Senator 
Coats, of Winchester, on the proposed 
change of the Nicholson law by the 
nexi legislature. 
“ There is a marked sentiment iu fa 
vor of amending the Nicholson law so 
that the burden of obtaining signatures 
of a majority of the vcters of a ward 
or township will be on the applicant 
for a license. The people up my way 
feel that the republican party does not 
owe the saloonkeepers anything. They 
joined with the democratic party and 
tried to defeat Hanly and Miller. Last 
session the liquor interests tried to 
amend the Nicholson law by doing 
away with the blanket remonstrance 
feature. They did not come any way 
near succeeding. 
If there is any leg­ 
islation on the saloon question at the 
next legislation it will be in the direc 
tion of strengthening the Nicholson 
bill ” 


A Busy Legislature. 
It seoms possible that the comlrg 
session of the legislature will have a 
number of very important matters to 
consider in addition to the railway 
commissi,>u bill mentioned. There is 
a desire in several cities fur the repeal 
of the m itropjlltan p i l i o la v, and a 
hard fight will be made along that 
line 
It is expected that the ni micipal 
league will 
have 
some important 
changes to suggest in the improve­ 
ment laws, and it is probable that the 
old bill increasing the terms of the 
officials to four years will come up 
again. Then there will be a number 
of bills to regulate private banking by 
throwing around It the restrictions of 
the state banks. The state laboratory 
bill will probably also come up again 
along with otier bills affecting the 
practice of medicine and dentistry. 
Another primary law will probably be 
considered 
and 
something may be 
done to secure the more general adop 
t'on of votirg machines. The temper­ 
ance advocates will try to strengthen 
the liquor laws, while the liquor forces 
will, as a matter of course, fight them 
to a finish. The olo merchants g ar­ 
nishment bill, which has been a feature 
of every legislature for eight or ten 
years, will also come up. 
Laws to 
purify the elections will be submitted 
and it is probable that there will be 
the usual quota of anti-cigarette meas­ 
ures. This, coupled with thework o f 
electing two United States senators 
will make the session one of the busiest 
In recent jears.

State Geologist Blatchley Says Prof. 
Riggs is Mistaken. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 26.—Referr­ 
ing to tho published statement from 
Prof. Riggs, of the Field Columbian 
Museum, Chicago, to the effect that 
mastodons never roamed over north­ 
ern Indiana, and that their remains 
were brought here by glaciers, W. S. 
Blatchley, state geologist, said that 
Prof. Riggs was mistaken, if he was 
quoted correctly. 
Mr. Blatchley has made a special 
study of mastodon remains and said 
today that while some of the remains 
might have been brought to Indiana 
and deposited, mastodons must have 
lived here after the glacial period. 
Mr. Blatchley said that the greatest 
number of skeletons were found, not 
in the glacial drift, but on top of It, 
and that most of the remains were 
found in mucky deposits above the 
glacial drift, on the margin of small 
lakes. In tho opinion of the state geol­ 
ogist, the mastodons were mired in 
the swampy ground about the lakes. 
He said that conclusive proof was 
given that the mastodons roamed over 
Indiana, as many remains of them 
have been found far to the south of 
the glacial line, in country never cov­ 
ered by glaciers.

There is one striking feature about 
the visits of the newly elected mem­ 
bers of the legislature and of the 
hold-over senators as well in their 
ante-session trips to this city, and that 
is, that in almost every case the legis 
lators say they are not coming to the 
general assembly with a great giBt of 
bills to be put through. 
Usually the 
members come in with 
yards 
and 
yards of typewritcn sheets which read 
"A bill for an act entitled an act, etc.* 
There is a hopeful sign in the dispo­ 
sition being manifested by most of the 
legislators to avoid a great mass of 
bills at the coming session. 
It 
pointed out that what the state really 
needs is that more attention should 
be given measures offered and that a 
few of the present statutes should be 
repealed. 
Since the legislators appar 
ently are going to heed the advice of 
older men who have served an appren 
ticeship in the legislature and not of­ 
fer many bills It will undoubtedly re 
suit in the closer scrutiny of any 
measures that are offered and better 
laws will be secured. 


The Indianapolis W ater companjp 
which has been taking a very Inde­ 
pendent stand in regard to its rights 
and obligations to the city in the con 
troversy over the alleged- inadequate 
water pressure and the purity of the 
city water supply, has been placed on 
the defensive for the time being 
least by the serious blunder of its em 
ployes on Thanksgiving day which re­ 
sulted in leaving a part of the city 
totally unsupplied with water service 
at a time when It was needed for a 
fire. 
As a result of the carelessness 
of the company a house was totally 
destroyed while the firemen stood by 
helplessly. 
Employes had been fixing 
a hydrant and left the valve turned. 
A little later the fire broke out. When 
the firemen attached their hose to 
the hydrant no water could be secured. 
The house was completely destroyed. 
This blunder has d9 ne a great deal to 
make public sentiment even stronger 
against the company, and the city offi­ 
cials have the backing of practically 
the entire community in their fight 
against the company.
